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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


To  the  President  and  Trustees  of  Frost  Free  Library,  the  Li- 
brarian submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
August  31,  1921: 

The  library  has  been  opened  102  times  during  the  year,  to- 
tal circulation  of  books  being  7,506.  Of  this  number  4,761 
were  adult  fiction,  2,032  juvenile  fiction,  490  adult  non-fiction, 
255  juvenile  non-fiction.  Circulation  of  magazines  being  2,- 
385,  this  makes  an  increase  of  1,987  on  the  books  and  426  on 
the  magazines  over  last  year. 

Sixty-five  new  books  have  been  added  during  the  year,  one, 
the  gift  of  Mr.  C.  H.  Pease,  one  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Frost  and  six 
given  by  Miss  Margaret  Hervey.  The  other  fifty-seven  were 
purchased  from  the  Library  fund.  Thirty-three  are  juvenile 
and  thirty-two  adult. 

A  number  of  old  books  were  discarded  under  the  super- 
vision of  Miss  Grace  Kingsland,  Secretary  of  the  State  Lib- 
rary Association,  thus  making  more  room  which  was  much 
needed.  A  great  improvement  was  also  made  by  removing  the 
large  glass  cases  and  placing  the  contents  of  them  on  the 
shelves  at  the  back  of  the  room,  thus  making  a  place  for  a 
reading  table.  The  repainting  of  the  room  has  added  much  to 
its  attractiveness.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Marlborough: 

I  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
schools.  Part  1  will  deal  with  matters  common  to  all  the 
towns  in  this  supervisory  union,  and  Part  11  with  your  own 
school  affairs. 

PART  I 

Attendance.  The  attendance  in  all  the  schools  has  shown 
considerable  improvement.  In  most  communities  it  is  a  mat- 
ter of  pride  with  parents  and  pupils  alike.  In  a  few,  however, 
there  are  still  some  parents  who  seem  to  feel  that  it  is  not 
necessary  to  see  that  their  children  meet  the  full  requirment  of 
the  attendance  law,  to  attend  school  "during  all  the  time  the 
schools  are  in  session."  A  few  still  appear  to  think  it  is  their 
privilege  to  send  children  on  errands  or  to  keep  them  at  home 
for  work.  The  law  makes  no  such  exception  and  the  only  cause 
recognized  as  good  reason  for  absence  is  sickness. 

For  the  past  year  and  a  half  I  have  required  monthly  re- 
ports from  all  the  teachers.  Summaries  of  these  attendance 
reports  are  returned  to  the  teachers  as  soon  as  they  can  be  pre- 
pared, and  a  definite  campaign  for  better  attendance  has  been 
in  progress,  especially  through  the  fall  and  winter  of  this 
year.  The  following  table  shows  what  results  have  been  se- 
cured, as  compared  with  the  attendance  last  year  and  the  year 
before  last.

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Grading  and  Tests.  The  grading  in  most  of  the  one-room 
schools  was  considerably  below  standard  two  years  ago.  It  did 
not  seem  wise  to  make  wholesale  changes  at  once  but  rather 
to  bring  about  desired  improvements  gradually  by  making 
careful  promotions  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  by  the  improve- 
ment of  teaching  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Considerable  progress 
has  been  made  in  most  of  the  schools,  but  there  are  now  several 
where  the  standard  is  low  for  the  upper  grades  and  where  some 
pupils  are  doing  work  in  two  or  three  different  grades.  This 
will  be  corrected  as  the  older  pupils  pass  out  of  school,  but  we 
shall  be  able  to  make  some  improvement  before  that  time  by 
the  application  of  definite  standards  of  promotion  in  all  grades. 
Standard  tests  are  being  given  this  month  in  all  grades  in 
several  subjects,  and  one  general  intelligence  test.  These  will 
be  repeated  in  June,  and  on  the  basis  of  results  in  them,  sup- 
plementing the  teachers'  records  of  daily  work,  we  shall  be 
able  to  make  promotions  with  greater  certainty  of  fairness  to 
the  pupils. 

Health  Program.  Increasing  attention  is  being  given  to 
matters  of  health.  Physiology  and  hygiene  are  taught  not 
merely  for  the  information  the  books  contain,  but  the  aim  is  to 
make  the  practical  application  in  daily  living  that  will  result 
in  better  health.  The  annual  inspection  by  the  school  physician 
discovers  physical  defects  which  are  reported  to  the  parents, 
and  in  some  case  remedial  treatment  has  been  secured  as  a 
result.  I  would  urge  all  parents  receiving  the  physician's 
notices  to  consult  their  own  family  physicians  and  secure 
treatment,  for  a  child's  physical  condition  has  considerable  to 
do  with  his  mental  condition  and  can  be  remedied  more  easily 
while  the  child  is  young.  As  a  supplement  to  the  physician's 
work,  the  children  are  weighed  at  intervals  of  about  a  month 
and  their  weights  recorded  on  a  chart,  which  also  shows  age, 
height,  and  normal  weight,  so  that  a  child  can  tell  from  the 
chart  whether  he  is  normal  or  under-weight.    Suggestions  are 
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given  from  time  to  time  to  those  who  are  under-weight  to  help 
them  to  know  how  to  improve  that  condition.  In  places  where 
a  visiting  nurse  is  available  this  work  can  be  extended  to  reach 
the  home  and  assist  the  parents,  but  without  a  nurse  the  teach- 
er and  superintendent  must  do  what  they  can  by  instruction 
and  advice  to  the  children. 

Corporal  Punishment.  There  seems  to  be  an  impression 
in  some  quarters  that  corporal  punishment  is  forbidden.  Such 
is  not  the  case.  We  do  strongly  believe  that  a. good  teacher 
will  find  very  few  occasions  for  using  so  extreme  a  punishment, 
and  the  best  teachers  are  those  who  seldom  have  to  punish  in 
any  way,  but  we  recognize  that  there  does  occasionally  arise 
a  situation  where  nothing  will  prove  quite  so  effective  as  a  good 
spanking  or  strapping.  Teachers  are  cautioned  to  use  care  and 
good  judgment,  but  not  to  "spare  the  rod  and  spoil  the  child." 

Holidays.  There  is  another  notion  that  I  wish  to  correct — 
that  schools  MUST  be  closed  on  certain  legal  holidays.  There 
is  no  mention  of  holidays  in  the  school  law,  and  the  decision 
whether  school  may  be  closed  on  a  holiday  or  at  any  other  time 
rests,  entirely  with  the  school  board.  Moreover,  when  no  spe- 
cial observance  of  such  a  holiday  as  Armistice  Day,  Columbus 
Day,  Washington's  Birthday,  and  others,  is  made  in  the  com- 
munity, to  close  the  school  for  all  day  is  to  miss  a  valuable 
chance  to  teach  the  lesson  of  the  day  to  the  children,  and  to 
remind  others  of  its  significance,  by  appropriate  exercises  in 
the  schools,  to  which  the  parents  and  citizens  generally  are 
invited. 

PART  II 

Finances.  The  last  legislature  made  some  important 
changes  in  the  school  laws  relative  to  the  distribution  of  state 
aid.  The  five-dollar  tax  is  now  levied  on  the  basis  of  the  equal- 
ized valuation,  so  that  you  have  this  year  raised  about  $800 
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more  to  meet  the  first  condition  required  in  order  to  receive 
state  aid. 

The  budget  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  State  Board  in 
October,  a  copy  of  which  follows  this  report,  has  been  approv- 
ed for  a  larger  amount  than  was  anticipated  and  the  town  will 
receive  about  $75  more  state  aid  this  year  than  last  year,  $4,- 
391.82  having  been  allotted.  The  balance  of  state  aid  money 
not  used  last  year  is  $300.60,  which  will  be  deducted  from  the 
above  amount,  so  that  the  net  amount  to  be  received  from  the 
state  will  be  $4,091.22.  Doubtless  we  shall  be  able  to  keep  ex- 
penditures within  the  amounts  approved  by  the  State  Board, 
(see  budget),  except  in  the  item  of  teachers'  salaries;  the  dif- 
ference of  $466  between  the  total  sum  you  are  paying  for  ele- 
mentary teachers  and  that  allowed  by  the  State  Board  repre- 
sents the  amount  you  are  paying  beyond  the  average  paid  for 
teachers  of  similar  training  and  experience  throughout  the 
state.  Taking  the  budget  as  a  whole,  I  believe  Ave  shall  be  able 
to  keep  within  the  total  amount  of  money  available,  without 
running  up  a  deficit,  though  the  total  estimated  expenditures  in 
the  budget  exceeds  the  estimated  receipts  by  $387.72. 

Extra  Rooms.  The  opening  of  school  last  September  found 
us  with  100  children  in  the  first  three  grades  with  only  two 
rooms  and  two  teachers  to  take  care  of  them.  By  putting  a 
temporary  partition  through  the  room  occupied  by  grades  IV 
and  V,  and  securing  an  additional  teacher,  we  relieved  the 
situation.  But  the  space  available  in  the  building  is  not  ade- 
quate for  the  number  of  children  we  now  have,  and  prospects 
are  good  for  increasing  rather  than  decreasing  numbers,  as 
will  be  seen  by  comparing  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  lower 
grades,  with  the  number  in  the  middle  and  upper  grades, 
in  the  statistical  table  following  this  report.  Also,  we 
have  felt  the  need  for  more  room  for  the  Junior-Senior  High 
School  classes  for  some  time,  and  the  need  for  better  accommo- 
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elation  for  laboratory  work  and  for  typewriting  and  bookkeep- 
ing classes.  We  need  these  improvements  for  the  High  School, 
irrespective  of  whether  we  make  this  a  six-year  school  or  not. 
An  addition  to  the  building,  similar  to  the  addition  made  sev- 
eral years  ago,  would  provide  the  needed  space  for  both  the 
elementary  and  the  secondary  schools. 

Six- Year  High  School.  Counting  the  Junior  and  the  Senior 
High  Schools  as  one  unit,  as  we  do,  there  are  five  years  in  the 
course  we  are  now  carrying  on,  with  the  approval  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  for  the  full  five  years.  We  have  not 
thought  it  advisable  to  add  the  sixth  year  work  to  make  this  a 
complete  high  school  with  the  facilities  now  at  hand.  If  the  ad- 
ditional room  can  be  provided,  as  suggested  above,  the  addition- 
al year's  work  can  be  undertaken,  and  I  believe  it  should  be 
planned  for  next  fall.  The  additional  expense  would  not  be 
great,  for  it  would  require  no  more  teaching  hours,  practically, 
than  we  now  have.  It  would  be  advisable,  and  probably  would 
be  necessary  in  order  to  secure  state  approval,  to  have  another 
regular  teacher  in  place  of  the  two  practice  teachers  from  the 
Normal  School  that  we  have  this  year.  The  extra  cost  for  such 
a  teacher,  when  allowance  is  made  for  the  amount  paid  the 
Normal  School  for  these  two  practice  teachers  and  for  the  high 
school  tuition  you  are  paying  for  fourth  year  pupils  in  Keene 
and  elsewhere,  should  not  exceed  $500.  No  additional  equip- 
ment would  be  needed  beyond  that  already  needed  for  the 
third  year  work  in  typewriting  and  laboratory  work,  except  for 
a  few  textbooks. 

Health  Work.  The  physician's  examination  last  year 
showed  the  following  facts:

These  defects  were  reported  to  the  parents  in  every  case, 
cards  being  filled  out  by  the  physician  and  taken  to  the  par- 
ents by  the  nurse.  Through  her  follow-up  work  treatments 
were  secured  as  follows :

This  year  the  physician  examined  211  pupils  and  sent 
cards  reporting  defects  for  191.  The  nurse  is  doing  follow-up 
work  in  connection  with  her  regular  work.  She  is  also  startr 
ing  a  series  of  talks  to  parents  at  the  schoolhouse,  having  given 
one  recently  on  care  of  the  mouth  and  teeth.  Similar  talks 
are  planned  on  other  topics  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  parents  will  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  gain 
helpful  knowledge  of  the  care  of  the  health  of  their  children.

August  31,  1922. 

The  library  has  been  opened  103  times  during  the  year, 
total  circulation  of  books  being  5,593.  Of  this  number  3,687 
were  adult  fiction;  1,455  juvenile  fiction;  315  adult  non-fiction 
and  136  juvenile  non-fiction.  The  circulation  of  magazines 
was  2,372. 

Fifty-six  new  books  have  been  added  during  the  year, 
five  the  gift  of  Mrs.  E.  S.  Pierce  and  six  given  by  Mr.  Roland 
Stoodley.  The  remainder  were  purchased  from  the  library 
fund ;  thirty-six  adult  and  nine  juvenile.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Marlboro : 

I  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
schools  for  the  supervisory  union  number  38. 

I.  SCHOOL  PROGRESS.  In  the  district  as  a  whole  the 
progress  of  the  schools  during  the  school  year  1921-1922  was 
fairly  satisfactory.  Every  school  in  the  district  was  open  for 
the  required  thirty-six  weeks.  The  teachers  were,  with  a  few 
exceptions,  well  qualified  and  did  good  work.  The  attendance 
was  about  the  same  as  the  state  average.  The  number  of 
pupils  who  failed  of  promotion  to  the  next  grade  was  small. 

This  year  all  schools  opened  on  schedule  and  have  suffered 
no  interruptions  up  to  this  time.  There  was  the  usual  number 
of  changes  in  teachers,  amounting  to  nearly  one-half  the  whole 
number  in  the  district,  but  the  average  quality  of  teachers  is 
better  than  we  have  had  in  any  year  since  the  close  of  the 
World  war.  Attendance  so  far  is  even  better  than  it  was  last 
year,  except  in  a  few  localities  where  heavy  snow  has  made  it 
difficult  for  pupils  who  have  long  distances  to  go.  The  average 
attendance  for  the  district  for  September  was  96.3  per  cent, 
for  October  the  same ;  for  November  98.2  per  cent ;  and  for 
December  and  part  of  January  96.8  per  cent. 

Improvements  have  been  made  this  year  along  several 
lines:  (1)  The  general  guidance  of  teachers  in  organizing 
their  schools  has  been  made  more  effective  and  reports  are 
required  at  frequent  intervals  showing  the  progress  and  qual- 
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ity  of  the  work  in  all  classes  as  well  as  attendance.  (2)  Anew 
series  of  arithmetic  texts  has  been  introduced  and  for  supple- 
mentary material  the  Studebaker  Practice  Tests  provide  prac- 
tice in  the  four  fundamental  processes  in  an  efficient  and 
economical  way.  (3)  The  Houston  method  of  writing,  which 
was  introduced  last  year  on  trial,  has  been  extended  to  all  the 
schools  with  full  equipment  of  copy  books  and  the  results  are 
apparent  in  an  improvement  in  the  quality  of  handwriting. 
(4)  A  spelling  book  is  now  in  use  that  is  not  merely  a  list  of 
words:  it  was  prepared  from  a  careful  study  of  actual  needs 
and  the  words  are  carefully  graded,  and  an  economical  method 
of  teaching  is -emphasized.  (5)  The  new  series  of  Geography 
texts  by  Brigham  and  MacFarlane  brings  instruction  in  that 
subject  up  to  date,  both  the  maps  and  the  text  having  been 
revised  since  the  World  War. 

II.  TEACHERS.  The  shortage  of  teachers  existing 
throughout  the  state  since  the  war  has  been  relieved  to  a  great 
extent ;  there-  are  teachers  enough  to  go  around,  but  we  have 
filled  out  the  ranks  with  a  larger  number  of  girls  just  out  of 
high  school  with  only  one  summer  school  session  for  profes- 
sional training.  The  Normal  Schools  provide  each  year  less 
than  half  enough  trained  teachers  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
state,  so  that  it  is  not  possible  to  secure  teachers  for  the  rural 
schools  from  that  source.  Increased  facilities  at  the  Normal 
Schools,  with  the  proposed  new  dormitories,  is  an  imperative 
need. 

Salaries  have  advanced  somewhat  year  by  year  and  the 
salaries  of  good  teachers  ought  not  to  be  less  at  any  time  than 
they  are  now,  but  the  inexperienced  and  untrained  teachers  are 
paid  too  much  in  proportion.  We  must  pay  a  living  wage  fo  all 
teachers  employed  but  we  ought  not  to  pay  one  who  has  in- 
vested neither  time  nor  money  in  preparation  for  her  work  as 
much  as  we  pay  one  who  has  spent  several  years  in  special 
training. 
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We  need  just  as  good  teachers  in  the  rural  schools  as  in 
the  village  schools,  and  in  the  state  aided  towns  we  can  pay 
them  as  much  as  the  village  teacher — when  we  can  get  the 
trained  teacher. 

III.  SOHOOL  FINANCES.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  school 
law  that  was  enacted  in  1919  that  the  local  expenditures  for 
elementary  schools  throughout  the  state  should  be  equalized. 
The  following  table  shows  to  what  extent  this  has  been  realized 
in  the  eight  towns  of  this  district,  and  the  figures  are  fairly 
representative  of  the  situation  throughout  the  state.  The 
figures  are  for  the  school  year  1921-1922.

of  256 

school  districts  in  the  state,  arranged  according  to  the  expen- 
ditures per  $1,000  of  equalized  valuation  for  all  school  purposes 
in  1921-1922,  Sullivan  (for  example)  stood  16th,  and  the  cost 
of  elementary  schools  was  equivalent  to  a  tax  of  $12.30  per 
$1,000 ;  of  this  amount  the  state  paid  $7.37  in  state  aid,  and 
the  district  paid  $4.93.  (Surry  and  Harrisville  did  not  receive 
the  full  amount  for  which  their  budgets  were  approved  because 
the  legislature  of  1921  did  not  appropriate  enough  to  meet  all 
the  approved  budgets.) 

With  improvements  in  the  administration  of  the  law  with 
further  experience,  and  especially  if  the  legislature  should 
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make  its  appropriations  large  enough  to  meet  all  approved 
demands,  we  may  expect  to  find  that  local  expenditures  for 
maintenance  of  elementary  schools  will  "level  off"  more 
nearly  at  a  uniform  figure  that  will  be  somewhat  above  $5.00 
per  $1,000.  . 

In  estimating  the  amounts  necessary  for  the  district  to 
raise  at  the  coming  March  meeting,  the  school  boards  should 
have  the  figures  of  the  above  table  in  mind  and  where  neces- 
sary ask  for  more  than  the  five-dollar  tax.  The  amount  of 
state  aid  to  be  allowed  for  next  year  cannot  be  known  definite- 
ly until  the  legislature  has  passed  the  appropriation  bill,  but 
the  State  Board  of  Education  has  asked  for  a  sum  that  will 
provide  for  the  approved  demands  of  all  the  districts  as  de- 
termined from  the  budgets  submitted  last  September. 

The  amounts  needed  for  the  school  year  1923-1924  (see 
the  school  board's  estimates)  may  be  divided  into  two  groups; 
one  group  will  consist  of  the.  statutory  requirements  for  high 
school  tuition,  and  per  capita  tax  to  be  assessed  by  the  select- 
men without  any  vote  of  the  district,  and  the  "excess  salary" 
of  the  superintendent  which  is  determined  by  the  joint  school 
boards  of  the  district  in  May;  the  other  group  consists  of  the 
salaries  of  district  officers  and  the  general  appropriation  for 
support  of  schools,  the  estimates  for  which  are  subject  to 
change  by  vote  of  the  district  at  its  March  meeting. 

No  definite  statement  can  be  made  at  this  time  in  regard  to 
the  budget  for  this  year's  expenditures,  because  it  has  not 
been  returned  from  the  state  office  and  cannot  be  definitely 
approved  until  the  legislature  now  in  session  has  passed  the 
appropriation  bill  and  the  amount  of  state  aid  money  is  thus 
determined  upon.  There  will  doubtless  be  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  the  amount  of  state  aid  for  next  year,  due  to  the 
increased  cost  of  transportation  and  of  health  work,  both  of 
which  are  'items  subject  to  state  aid.  As  was  stated  in  the 
report  last  year,  however,  you  are  paying  between  $400  and 
$500  more  for  elementary  school  purposes  than  you  receive 
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in  state  aid  and  the  five-dollar  tax,  which  means  that  you  wish 
to  maintain  the  schools  at  a  level  somewhat  above  the  average. 
For  instance,  like  many  other  larger  towns  in  the  state,  yon 
maintain  a  junior  high  school,  which  is  somewhat  more  ex- 
pensive than  the  older  organization  of  seventh  and  eighth 
grades,  but  when  it  is  combined  with  the  senior  high  school 
as  it  is  here  probably  the  increased  cost  of  the  junior  high  is 
offset  by  a  saving  in  the  senior  high  that  would  not  be  possible 
if  you  maintained  only  a  four-year  high  school. 

The  reorganization  of  the  high  school  courses  made  this 
year,  with  the  addition  of  the  sixth  year,  has  resulted  in  an 
increase  in  the  cost,  as  was  predicted  last  year,  because  you 
have  replaced  the  practice  teachers  from  the  Normal  School 
with  a  regular  teacher  and  because  the  larger  classes  have 
necessitated  a  considerable  outlay  for  books.  It  was  estimated 
last  year  that  the  high  school  would  cost  $4,500,  and  you 
appropriated  $4,000  and  there  is  about  $500  income  from  other 
sources.  '  ■ 

The  $400  appropriation  for  salaries,  insurance  and  general 
expenses  of  administration  should  be  increased  for  next  year, 
as  it  is  only  sufficient  to  cover  Marlboro's  share  of  the  "excess 
salary"  of  the  superintendent.  Your  insurance  should  be 
increased  also  to  cover  the  two-room  addition  to  the  number 
2  sehoolhouse. 

IV.  SIX- YEAR  HIGH  SCHOOL.  As  soon  as  the  addi- 
tion to  the  sehoolhouse  was  assured  by  the  action  of  the  dis- 
trict in  the  last  March  meeting,  plans  were  begun  for  the 
additional  year's  work  in  the  high  school.  'The  whole  course 
of  study  was  reorganized,  so  as  to  provide  for  three  groups 
of  pupils — those  desiring  to  prepare  for  college,  those  desiring 
to  enter  clerical  work  after  graduation,  and  those  whose  needs 
are  of  a  more  general  nature.  The  plans  were  approved  by  the 
Shite  Board  of  Education,  and  we  now  have  a  full  six-year 
high  school,  with  five  full-time-teachers. 
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'  V.  HEALTH  WORK.  The  examination  made  by  the 
school  physician  and  nurse  in  October,  1921,  showed  the  fol- 


lowing :

For  defective  vision,  14 

For  defective  teeth,  45 

For  hypertrophied  tonsils,  20 

For  adenoids,  19 


Through  the  generosity  of  the  Red  Cross  Chapter  and  the 
Community  Nursing  Asociation  equipment  has  been  purchased 
for  dental  work,  and  a  dental  clinic  has  been  established  with 
Dr.  Parker  from  Keene  in  charge,  and  thus  far  nearly  all  of 
the  children  in  the  elementary  grades  have  had  their  teeth 
cleaned  and  examined  and  charts  made  to  record  the  defects 
found.  When  this  work  is  completed  arrangements  will  be 
made  for  treatments  at  nominal  prices  for  those  who  desire 
such  work.  The  community  nurse  is  assisting  in  this  work  as 
well  as  in  the  regular  follow-up  work  from  the  medical  exami- 
nations.
